The Gabier, who is one appointed to 
look to the Mafts and'Tackling,hang+ 
ing on the Foremaft Sail-yard, un- 
hapily fellinto the Sea, ‘which was 
then very ‘boifterous; we did all we 
could tofave him, threw out Ropes, 
hoifted out the Boat, but all in vain, 
for the Storm was fo violent, that ‘he 
funk prefently. .

7 E Steer d our Courfe for the 
Madera Ylands, where with 
pleafure, we waited to take in fome

Nine Days that we had loft fight of 
Land.. But the Currents: which’ we 
met having carried» us too: far to the 
Eaft, or rather to, the great Foggs at 
Land, having hinder’d us from the 
fight of it; we left it to the Right, 
Without perceiving at, ‘till, we had 
doubled it..

CHAP. IV. 


The different Opinions concerning the 
Trading Winds. | 


He Wind which had hardly ftir’d 

all day, began to blow frefh in 

the Evening, fo that we cou'd eafily 
perceive tlie Trading Winds, which aré 
fo ufeful for Sailing ; they are call’d 
fo by reafon of their continuing three 
or four months without changing. Thefe 
fort of Wirids Blow always from the 
North Eaft in the Southern parts, and 
from the South Eaft in the Northern 
parts, which very much perplexes cu- 
rious people to find out the true rea- 
fon of it. Some maintain, that the 
Trading Winds ‘are’ no other then 
thofe which blow from the Weft, and 
the North with great violence; which 
pafling over Europe to the Eaft and 
South, rarify and grow weaker as 
they approach the warmer Cli- 
mates; onthe contrary, in the Seu- 
thern 
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thern parts, the Weftern and Southerti 
Winds blowing with the fame vio- 
lence towards Africa, are thence dri- 
ven cowards the Eaft and North, and 
abate by degrees as they approach the 
warmths of the Line, and quite ceafe 
When they reach it. : 

Others explain this mattèr after a 
different manner ; they will have it, 
that the-exceflive heats. of the Line 
draw thefe | Winds.-from the. Poles, 
Where the, Exhalations and Vapors, 
which. are ‘the matter of the Winds, 
being ftronger and in greater abun- 
dance caufe more violent and. lafting 
Ones; and that afterwards thefe Winds 
or Exhalations are drawn towards the 
Zone, and there abated by’ the excef= 
five heat. 4 diront

the Natural Gaufe of chem may be, it

He made a prefent of two dozen of 
{weet Oranges and fome Chocolet to 
Monfieur de Pouriere, having neither 
wine nor fweet-meats tho’ very com- 
mon here; who after he had receiv’d 
them, went to give our Commandant 
an account of what paft, and to ac- 
quaint him he had been inform’d by 
the Governor, thattwo Dutch and one 
Englifh Ship parted thence but three

Prefent from Monfieur Duguefre to 
the Governour ; at our landing, we 
faw fome Negros that were quite 
naked, excepting aragg about their 
walts to cover their nakednefs. 
Theres a Chapel on the fhoar dedi- 
cated to the Bleffed Virgin, and a little 
further a Battery of four Iron Guns; 
we were forced to climb, ‘till we came 
to a certain Baftion, on which were 
mounted fix old Iron Guns, of which 
the biggeft was a fix pounder. This 
is the beft fortify’d part of the Ifland, 
where the Portuguefe keep a Garrifon, 
but the Soldiers are fitter to be pitty’d 
than fear d. 

F. Tachard askt them news of the 
Governour; they fhew’d him a Church 
where he was, into which we enterd, 
when he prefently rofe from his feat, 


| and gave us a graceful falute, the Fa- 
| ther after talking fome time with him 


in Portuguefe, went out; but I conti- 


| nu’d fome time obferving the Ceremo- 


nies, and other things; after bleffing 
the Palm branches, a Negro Prieft

and commonly fhirts of the fame, with 


a delicate Callico, to touch which is a 
crime that deferves punifhment a- 

mongft them. | 
So that a French man one day ig- 
norantly touching one that belong’d to 
a Brame, who was bathing himfelf, 
they came to the Fort in crowds to 
complain of him to Monficur, Martz, 
and to demand him in order to have 
juftice done on him, they pretended 
he was burnt, fo they were obliged to 
hide him, and after often remonftrat- 
ing 
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ing to them, that what he had done, 
was out of ignorance not difrefpect, 
they ‘were at laft appeas’d; they eat 
nothing that has life, neither flefh nor 
fifh, nor fo much as eggs, living on 
rice, Milk, Roots, and the like. They 
won't be fo much as feen eating, and 
are fo jealous of their honor, that they 
think it a great difgrace to enter into 
the houfe ofa mean perfon. 

Thefe Brames, as all the reft, have 
a preat Veneration for cows, and will 
not on any account fuffer them to be 
kild; being fo ufeful to mankind by 
their work and labour; and when our 
men kill any, they are forc’t to do it 


in private, for fear of provoking thefe | 


Idolaters, Who on the tenth of Faz. 
the firft day of their year, celebrate a 
feaft in honor of them. | 
On thefe days after feafting them- 
{elves they lead all the cows and oxen 
intoalake, where they wafh them by 
the found of drums and the trumpets, 
and paint their foreheads and horns ; 
after which they lead them to a pub- 
lick place, and each holding a nofe- 
gay in hishand, they dance round 
cafting water on them, and often 
proftrating 
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proftrating themfelves on the Ground 
the Brames direct thefe ceremonies; 
and glory in being the moft zealous 
obfervers of chete fort of fuperftitions. 
And are the inftructors of others. 

The name of their Idol is Ram, 
and when they falute any one with 
refpect, they call him by that name. 
For they not only worfhip this fup- 
pos’d Divinity, but the reft of the 
Statues, which they believe ferve him; 
they carry them about on follemn 
days ; fome have eight and fome four 
| heads on a body, fiting ona bird, 

that holds a ferpent in his Beeck. 

Others fquatting on their tails like 
Monkies,have the head of an Elephant, 
and belly of a woman ; they pray to 
them often, and are careful of walhing 
their heads with Coco water, and 
rubing the reft of their bodies with 
oyl. 

If you inquire into the reafon of 
their fenflefs Superftitions and ridicu- 
lous follies they readily anfwer, that 
they received them from their Anceit- 
ors, in whofe Example they Glory 
in, without the leaft defire of being 
better informd.

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The Faquirs of Ponticheri, as at 0+ | 
ther places, are perfons of no certain | 
body, who wander up and down | 


doing pennance, and that little cloath- 
ing they weare is fo wretchedly poor, 
they vow chaftity,; and voluntary po- 
verty, and when Alms is denied them, 
they wound themfelves, to move com- 
pafiion. 

As for the firft Vow of Chattity, they 
have little pretence to it, and the very 
opinion the people have of their fanct- 
ity, is the occafion of the moft loath- 
{ome obfcenities in the Femalé Sex. 

However thefe Faguirs impofe pe- 
ances on themfelves, which they in: 
violably obferve as long as they live, 
v/z. as to have both their arms always 
rais d above their heads, one foot con: 
{tantly lifted up, and a great many 
other painful poftures, which they: 
continue in to their deaths. I faw one 
with his head in an Iron cage, which 
he carrid night and day on his fhoul: 
ders, eating through the barrs; thefe 
ivretches,as well as others, paint their 
bodies and faces of a great many difs 
ferent colours, which makes them lock 
difinally, 

The’ 
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Tho’ their fuperftitious Rites are for 
the moft part the fame, yet they wor- 


fhip a great many feveral falfe Gods, 


as Trees, Rivers, the Sun and Moon, 


Gc. In an Eclipfe they meet by the 


fea fide, crying out hideoufly to the 
hoife of fome inftruments of brafs, 
bathing themfelves, and believing that 
as they wafh themfelves, they clear 
and brighten the eclips’d planet. They 
burn the bodies of the dead, and be- 
fore the French fettled at Ponticher7, 
thefe men’s wives in proof of their con- 
jugal love and fidelity, burnt them- 
felves alive with the corps of their de-

fince by fome Frcwch prifoners, who 
had made their cfcapes, that they

fentiv tackt and ftood a falfe courfe as well 1 


as We. 
They told us alfo fome news from 
France, and amongft other things, that of 


the death of Monfieur Scgnelay, and of the ) 
worthy choice his Majefty had made of . 


Monfieur de Poutchartraine to fupply his 
place. ‘The death of this Minifter was the 
reafon we met with no new orders at 
Martinico,as he promis'd our Commandant, 
nor the Fureloaden with Provifions which 
he was to fend thither, which was the oc- 
-Cafion of a greater fcarciry there than we 
expected, Meal and freth Provifions be- 
ing fomewhat fcarce at Martinico, everfince 
the War. 

This Ifland is fo well known in France, 
by the relations that have been made of it, 
aidthe Trade it maintains there, that I 
Ought not to {peak much of it, except 
fome {ma!l matters I obferv’d in the fhort 
fray I made there ; but thar which pleas’d 
me moit was, the many fine Houtes fcitu- 
ated on the Mountains all about, whofe 
Avenues, Allies and Arbours are compos’d 
of Jellimins, Orange and Lemon Trees, 
which are as common there,ag Apple trees 
in Normandy.

of Fuly at nine in the morning, followed 
by Monfieür Ze Cebvaler de Arocuville, who 
was to Convoy two and twenty Mer- 
chants to Rochfort. | 

We were prefently becalm’d, which 
hindred our coming within fight of the 
Englifh lands till the 8+. when making 
all the fail we could we left the :convoy 
behind us, the Merchants failing very 
heavily.

This being finifh’d, the Mourn- 
ers {till continue their Cries eight Days 
longer.

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DESCRIPTION 


River GEV A. 


HE River of Geva winds it felf 
about 70 Leagues into the Con- 
tinent, from North-Eaft to South-Weft, 
All the Villages of either fide ( which 
are about a League from the Sea) are 
inhabited by the Biaffares. At the En- 
trance of the River, towards the North, 
is a Village call’d Gouffode, about a 
League from the Harbour: there it is 
where Bullocks and Poultry are to 
be fold; and they alfo traffick for fome 
Slaves. 


On 
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On the fame River, abous five Leagues 
| higher , is the Town of Geva: the 
| greateft part is poflefled by the Porte 
| guefe and Gournets, which is encompafs’ d 
| with Pallafadoes. 


They have a Parifh-Church, a Cu- 
rate, and a Captain who commands 
them, and is dependent on the Gover- 
nor of Cachean : The adjacent Places 
are inhabited by the Negro Biaffares: 
moft of the Portuguefe have Barks in the 

| Port, in which they trade to Serdienne, 
with a fort of Fruit call’d Coders, which 
‘both in fhape and tafte refembles the 
Marous of India; they are both white 
and red, for which they drive a great 
Mtrade, efpecially with the Biaffares and 
| Mandingues. They alfo fend their Barks 
fo trade with the Bizagot Negroes on 
the River Nounne for Elephants Teeth, 
Sc. Indigo in the Leaf, which they die 
‘their Cloaths with. 
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The Barks can go no higher than 
Goree; but their Cannoo’s will go up
